More than owing it to your community to tiade 
at home, thus keeping your money in circulation 
at home, you should give the home m erchant the 


warning issued in connection with National 
Safety Week. 
The reason for it is: Of 19 ,000 persons killed 
b y automob iles in the United States last year, 
5,700 were children. 
The assum ption then is that the child tha t is 
not q uick and on the alert every m om ent of the 
time spent onthe strrets, is of few years on earth. 
Reckless autoists take this terrib le toll of child 
life, and since they are not b eing curb ed very 
rapidly, it b ehooves parents to use the greatest 
precautions in guarding their children against 
such an untimely death. 
A study of statistics regarding this phase of 
automob ile fatalities shows tha t the overwhelm­ 
ing m ajority of youngsters are killed while run­ 
ning errands or going to and from school. The 
loss of life among children playing in the streets 
is comparatively small. 
No community escapes the b light of this ever 
present menace. Though accidents are less num ­ 
erous in small towns, they are no less in pro­ 
portion to population than in the large cities. 
Though speeding, reckless automob ile drivers 
may b e punished, the vengeance of the law will 
not b ring b ack the little life that might have 
b een spared, had more care b een ex ercised

H. R. Kraybffl of the 
control board; C. W. Carrick, 
poultry; E. A. Gannon, dairy, 
and €. M. Vestel, swine depart- 
ment, represented the Purdue 
Agricultural Extension Division. 
These formulas were adopted by 
'the four state farm bureaus and 
feeds handled by them for their 
members will be manufactured 
accordingly. The feed divisions 
of the four farm organizations 
last year totaled more than 120,- 
iOOO tons at a value of better than 
$5;000,000. It is expected that
